As’voters, we may make mis­ 
takes. but when we know what we 
want we get It to the extent per 
mitted us. 
These references, of course, are 
principally to the Initiative and 
referendum system and the direct 
primary.

HPHIRTY-EIGHT states nominate 
national or state candidates, or 
both, by the primary system. Since 
1924, Montana and North Carolina 
have abandoned the presidential 
primary and Vermont. Iowa and 
Minnesota had discarded it pre­ 
viously. Courts have acted against 
the primary laws In Alabama and 
Texas. But not one of the 38 states 
has thrown the primary overboard 
as a whole and it is becoming more 
and 
more 
popular 
despite 
the 
moans of professional politicians. 
Similarly 18 states have the ini­ 
tiative and referendum in practical 
operation and none of them has 
abandoned It. 
The primary allows the voters to 
choose party candidates instead of 
being forced to elect hand-picked 
men and the initiative and referen­ 
dum allows them to Initiate legisla­ 
tion which may be denied by an 
incompetent or corrupt legislature 
or to repeal legislation already 
passed.

“D O TH systems, in operation for 
years, have shown weaknesses.
